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Weather Bureau Declares We Have 
Had Very Warm Year; Above Norma! 


W ashington.—The w eather bureau, 


has found, upon com paring records, 
that 1925 has ‘‘been a warm year." 
“T or the last eight m onths o f the 
year in m ost of the 
country 
the 
temperature has tended to be above 
normal,'’ it was pointed out today. 
“During February, March and April 
it w as warmer than usual over the 
entire country, 
from const to coast, 
and from 
Mexico to Canada. 
In 
practically every section temperatures 
ranged from several degrees higher 
than the average for that section dur­ 
in g the m onth.” 
The bureau offers no explanation 
for the abnormal conditions, but as­ 
serts it “does not believe that the 
world is getting w a rn er .” 
It ex ­ 
plains that in Georgia 
and 
other 
Southeastern States there has been a 
general drouth— all summer resulting 
in widespread crop loss. 
Deficiency in Ilainfall 
From four to nineteen inches de­ 
ficiency in rainfall is shown during 
the first eight months o f the year 
over a large portion of the South and 
Southeast. 
In the vicinity of W ash­ 
ington the deficiency has been eleven 
inches. 
“The very high tem peratures which 
have prevailed throughout the Central 
and Southern States during the last 
few weeks 
have greatly augmented 
the ill effects of the rainfall .\hortage,” 
the weather bureau said. 
“The effects of the drouth in N ash ­ 
ville, Tennessee, arc unprecedented. 
This city had next to its low est known 
precipitation 
in 
August. 
Use 
of 
water in the city has been restricted 
for several months. W ells have gone 


dry, some for the firs t limo In their 
history, and the river has been the 
lowest 
on record. 
“ Montgomery, 
Alabama, ho* ju:t 
experienced the driest 
A ugust 
in 
fifty-three years, with tho r i v e r at tis 
lowest point. 
Norfolk, Virginia, has 
also had the least rainfall for Au­ 
gu st in fifty-three years, anil Elkins, 
W est Virginia, the least for twenty- 
five years. 
On August 14 the tem ­ 
perature at Charleston, South Caro­ 
lina, reached 102 degrees, the highest 
ever known in A ugust in that city.” 
In Virginia, where the drouth still 
prevails, stream s have dried up and 
birds are destroying the fish exposed 
by shallow water.

This 
ill insure a greater amount of pro­ 
ration as t i e possibility of in festa­ 
tion will be lessened. 


House the Flock— Get the poultry 


flock into the laying houses now. 
If 
any o f the birds are sick, look for 
worms. 
In nine cases out of ten, 
say Pennsylvania State College poul- 
ti-ymen, that will be the trouble. 
Save the Bulba— Dahlia bulbs should 
be dug and stored in a safe place as 
soon as it starts to freeze, or they 
will start new growth at once. 
Since 
this- weakens them it should be avoid­ 
ed. 
Be sure the main stake is se­ 
curely fastened to each clump.

23 FINED FOR 
MILK VIOLATION 


Harrisburg, 
Pa. — Twenty-three 
proprietors 
of eating establishments 
have been prosecuted and fined $25 
each for serving milk in violation of 
a law effective since May 25, which 
requires milk to be served in the bot­ 
tle in which it is supplied, J. 
W . 
Kellogg, director of the state bureau 
of 
foods, 
announced 
today. 
In 
eighteen of the cases the milk 
was 
found to be low in butter 
fat 
and 
total solids, the law requiring a m ini­ 
mum o f 3.25 per cent butter fat and 
12 per cent total solids.

in the bottle in which the milk is su p ­ 
plied to the hotel or restaurant. 
This 
m eans that any persons found serving 
milk in a public 
eatin g 
place 
for 
drinking purposes from a milk supply 
is liable to a fine o f $25 to $50 or 
imprisonment from 30 
to 
90 days. 
The law makes sure that the con­ 
sumer is not served milk below the 
standard in butterfat or milk that has 
been dipped or pumped from a bulk 
supply in an unsanitary way."
